The cost of government is going 
up in cities and towns throughout 
Massachusetts, but not in the busi¬ 
nesslike office of the Hampden 
County Registry of Deeds in 
Springfield. 

There, the final figures for 1961 
show a profit over the operating 
budget for the year. “We’ll be in 
the black by more than $17,000”, 
says Register John Pierce Lynch. 

Register Lynch attributes the 
unprecedented surplus to “a very 
efficient operation conducted by 
highly qualified and competent 
persononel.” 

The Registry this year will have 
handled 83,803 instruments. These 
instruments cover deeds, mort¬ 
gages, and foreclosures. The Reg¬ 
istry uses the most up-to-date busi-

ness equipment: 
photocopy machines to high speed 
electric typewriters. This type of 
operation is responsible for this 
unique situation that is paying div¬ 
idends to the taxpayers. 

Register Lynch, who also acts as 
Assistant Recorder of the Massa¬ 
chusetts Land Court, handles legal 
papers pertaining to the sale and 
purchase of property in the coun¬ 
ty’s nineteen towns and cities of 
Springfield, Chicopee, Holyoke and 
Westfield. 

In addition to the recording oper¬ 
ation, the Hampden County Reg¬ 
istry of Deeds also makes micro¬ 
filmed records of all property 
transfers and stores them in an 
atomic bomb-proof vault in Lin¬ 
coln, Massachusetts. This is as a 
protection against nuclear attack.

The Third National Bank of

Soldiers And Sailors 
Relief Act 
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back when 


Premium payments and interest 
on commercial life insurance poli¬ 
cies of reservists and National 
Guardsmen who are ordered to ac¬ 
tive duty may be guaranteed by 
the Veterans Administration under 
provisions of the Soldiers and Sail¬ 
ors Civil Relief Act, the VA an¬ 
nounced. 

This protection, VA said, covers 
the policyholder’s period of active 
service and two years afterward. 
It applies only to life policies that 
do not impose special premium 
rates for military duties or clauses 
limiting benefits because of serv¬ 
ice. The total amount that VA can 
guarantee must not exceed $10,000 
in each case. 

The VA reminded veterans, how¬ 
ever, that the protection is in re¬ 
ality a loan against the policy and 
that the premiums and interest 
thus guaranteed must eventually be 
repaid by the veteran. 

The policy also must have been 
in effect for at least 180 days be¬ 
fore the owner entered active serv¬ 
ice and must be in force on a pre-

“Know all men by these presents, that 1 (there follows a list 
■of 49 names) proprietors in common of the Schoolhouse next door 
■south of Captain Charles Leonard’s dwelling house in the second 
Parish of West Springfield in the county of Hampshire and Com¬ 
monwealth of Massachusetts for and in consideration of the sum 
of three hundred dollars current money of the Commonwealth 
agreed to us in hand paid before the ensealing hereof by the com¬ 
mittee of the middle school district in the second parish in the 
town and county aforesaid being legally authorized by said school 
district to purchase a school for said district, the receipt whereof 
we do hereby acknowledge, do hereby give, grant, sell and con¬ 
vey unto the said middle school district their heirs and assigns 
forever, THE SOUTH ROOM ON THE BASEMENT STORY OF 
SAID SCHOOLHOUSE AFORESAID, SITUATED WITHIN AND 
NEAR THE CENTER O FSAID DISTRICT, TO HAVE AND TO 
HOLD THE BEFORE GRANTED PREMISES WITH THE PRIVI¬ 
LEGE OF ONE THIRD PARTS OF THE WOODSHED AND OTH¬ 
ER OUT HOUSE AND ALSO OF. THE PRIVILEGE OF PASSING 
AND REPASSNG THROUGH THE SPACEWAY ON THE LOW¬ 
ER FLOOR TO AND FROM SAID SOUTHROOM IN SAID 
SCHOOL HOUSE, and we the said proprietors for ourselves, our 
heirs, executor and administrator do covenant with said district 
their heirs and assigns, that we are the true, sole, proper and law¬ 
ful owners and possessors of the before granted premises, and have 
in oul'selves good right, full power and lawful authority to give, 
grant, bargain, sell, convey and confirm the same as aforesaid. , 

■And furthermore we the proprietors, severally and not jointly, 
for ourselves, our heirs, executors and administrators do forever 
quit claim rights and title to the before granted premises and privi¬ 
lege." 

Having made out the deed, the committee neglected to record 
it until 39 years later, When they were faced with a. lawsuit and 
considered selling the property to square the debt.

VA said the policyholder must 
apply for protection on VA Form 
9-380 to the insurance company 
and VA. 

Once a policy is protected, it will 
not lapse or terminate for nonpay¬ 
ment of premiums, indebtedness or 
interest while the policy holder is 
on active duty, and for two years 
after his discharge, unless the own¬ 
er requests withdrawal of the pro¬ 
tective provisions. 

If the policy holder does not pay 
the premiums and interest to the 
commercial company, during this 
protective period, the amount due 
will be treated by VA as a policy 
loan. 

If the cash surrender value of 
the policy at the end of the pro¬ 
tective period is less than the am¬ 
ount guaranteed, the policy will 
terminate and the government will 
pay the commercial company the 
difference. Any sum paid the com¬ 
mercial company by VA i will be¬ 
come a debt due the IT. S. by the 
veteran.
